Chicago, May 23 —An automobile 
accident 
which resulted 
in injuries 
leading to kleptomania was blamed by 
relatives and physicians Saturday of 
Mrs. Joseph S. Heil, wife of a weal­ 
thy broker, 
who confessed 
Friday 
night, according to police, that for 
more than a year she hau been rob­ 
bing the hordes of wealthy families 
by posing as a maid. 
The loot was 
said to total more than $25,000, and 
much of it was found in Mrs. Heil’s 
home. 
Mrs. Heil was held in a detention 
home Saturday hooked on four formal 
charges of robbery. 
Her condition 
was said by attending physicians to 
be serious, for, in addition to mental 
troubles with which she was said to 
be afflicted, she is soon to become a 
mother. 
Members of the family Saturday 
said Mrs. Heil was in an automobile 
accident several years ago. 
An oper­ 
ation was necessary and the wound 
never healed. 
Relatives declared pre­ 
vious to the accident Mrs. Heil was 
normal in every way. 
. Has Allowance of $300 a Month . 
The ease was one of the most un­ 
usual on 
Chicago's 
polieq records. 
Mrs. Heil, with an allowance of $300 
a month from her husband, two auto­ 
mobiles and a magnificent home, for­ 
ged references, according to her al­ 
leged 
confession, 
and obtained em ­ 
ployment as a maid in fashionable 
North Shore homes, robbing them 
when she left. 
She was identified by 
four former employers. 
All said she 
was a “perfect maid” and showed 
such efficiency that she was trusted 
fully. 
Her loot ranged from canary bird 
cages to valuable pieces of jewelry. A 
number of platinum pins and diamond 
rings were being traced today by po­ 
lice through 
pawn 
tickets found in 
Mrs. Heil’s home. 
Her husband 
recently 
had been 
given a small apartment building, it 
was said by relatives, and Mrs. Heil 
was quoted 
as saying 
much of the 
property she stole was used in furn­ 
ishing it. 
Heil refused for some time 


to believe the charges against his 
wife. 


“Why, I 
can cash my 
personal 
check for $250,000 at any Chicago 
bank,” 
he 
told 
reporters. 
“Why 
should my wife steal?” 
His income 
was said to be more than $150,000 a 
year. 
Shows Little Surprise at Arrest 
Police said Mrs. Heil expressed lit­ 
tle surprise when they came to a r­ 
rest her. 
The license number of an 
automobile in which a large quantity 
of goods was carried away a few days 
ago from the home of M. Miller by 
their newly 
employed 
“maid” was 
traced to Mrs. Heil. 
Mrs. Heil is 38 years old and the 
mother of four children. 
Accompany­ 
ing her to the police station, her hus­ 
band said he could not understand his 
wife’s peculiar 
actions 
and had ac­ 
cepted 
her 
explanations 
that she 
bought 
the furniture 
and other a r­ 
ticles from auction sales. 
He said 
she had a personal spending 
allow­ 
ance of $300 a month and often re­ 
ceived additional sums. 
Police declared pawn tickets show­ 
ed she had disposed of some of the a r­ 
ticles she is charged with taking. The 
setting of a ring which had contain­ 
ed a $1500 diamond was identified by 
•one woman who had employed her 
as a maid. 
Four women identified 
her as the maid they had employed.
